On this. prineiple 
they, applied to Lord Chief Justice Holt, 
who ordered the officer to be arrested. -- | 
The house of commons, alamed at this | 
step, made an order of the house to make | 
it penal for cither judge, council, or attor- | 
ney, to assist at the trial; however, the 
Lord Chief Justice and several lawyers 
were hardy enough to oppose this order, 
and brought it on inthe court of king’s | 
bench.
